This will involve the coinage of be- 
tween 15 and 16 millioh dollars and the 
fooflt frotn tl^ coinage will be added to 
the free silver in th» tr««Mry. 

The coinage will be done ui the mints 
of Philadelphia and New Orteans, most 
of it probably in Philade lphia .

Havana, Jan. 18.— Captain General 
Martinevs de Campow foraially resigned 
htU comnKmd ycsteiYlay to General 
Marin. The ceremony took place with 
ijg^hjiAMpi>it^-iu the yefit .«aloon of 
tiie - oapiate general'a yalam. There 
were present ell the anthoritieaof the 
city and the chief officers of the regular 
army and of the vcdanteers. 

General Campos was attired in the 
fatigue uniform of his rank, which he 
haa worn daily and for many nights 
dnringtha receni ttMoona bvt nnayail- 
ing campaign against the insorgent 
forces. 

General Campos made an address to 

the assembly, saying in part.: 

"To judge coiTectly of the conree of 
recent events iu the island we need 
mole data than are known atpreaent 
to the piiblic There W6re tliiMe WMn 
the public opiniott Memad to'be thatl 
did not wish to snbdne the enemy. At 
first sight there mar have appeared to 
be some foundation for vbxih fts-opinion 
Bnt I am inspired with the kitowledge 
that I have conscientioosly done my 
duty both during the civil war in Spain 
and during the past revolution la 

"1 have been unfortunate iA many 
things and have not been sustained in 
my command. When I came to Ha- 
vana fioni Matanzas I sought to avoid a 
public a))pearance, but all saw the re- 
ception accorded nie, which I had not 
nnjuested, liecause I am an enemy of 
public demonstrations. Nevertheless 
for days after this cci-t4iiii iKjliticians 
were continually writing to Miulrid re- 
questing that I siiould he relieved. 

"Ill con.se()ueiiie. two days since I 
called a coiiferoiice of the i)uliticul lead- 
ers to hear what they should sav I 
then inforiiied the home governinent 
that owing to the serious and critical 
situation and actuated by serious and 
I)atriotic I'onsideiations. I should be 
ohliped to iheni for tiie courtesy of a 
relief from my command. My rwiuest 
having Imvii granted, [ am pleased to de- 
liver my ciJiiiinand to (icneral Marin, 
confident tiiat he will do niu< h to bring 
peace. ' ' 

(Jeiieral Marin expres8e<i his high re- 
gard for (ieneral Cani]K)s and reiterat' ii 
in tlie name of Cuba, of the army and 
of the nation, that they held Um in 
greater respect than ever. 

General Campos passed anmnd the 
cin-le of thOM pretent, mealrim per- 
sonally Mrith each and tdddliig each 

farewell. 



ACTION TA KEN AT MADRID. 

Genonil Po1«vleJ» Will Probably Rnocood 

<ii*ii<-ral ('aiiipoit. 

M\i)i!ii>. .Jan. 18. — The cabinet has 
uiiaiiiniously decided to suj)erse<le Cap- 
tain (ieneral Martinez de Campos and 
bis lieutenant, General ArdecioSt owing 
to differences which exist between them 
and the political parties in Cuba. s 

(ieneral .'lariii and Cicsneral Pando, 
who are now iu command of S})iiuish 
tuM)ps in til" province of Santiago de 
Cuba, will replace Generals Campos and 
ArderioB temporarily. 

The names of General Polavieja and 
General Weyler are both of them men- 
tioned for the post of commander-in- 
chief in Cuba. 

When the Spanish government waa 
orgaiiinug its fdn«t to oj^ioee the Ca- 
bau insurreotiou earlv laat year General 
Polavieja was slated by pablic rumor 
for the podtictti of captftm general of 
the Spanirii for^ in Oana tbalioceed 
General Uallea, it iMMngdoabtfol at that 
time Whertiifci- Campos vVfraM'be willing 
to underfake the task. Bnt his success 
as a uacificator in the former insurrec- 
tion M»d' to the selection of Ctunpos and 
a reUauoe upon the more conciliatory 
policy which be avowed it was his in- 
tention to pursue to^jirdii the Cubans, 
with tlie hope of winning them to 
peaice. 

(leneial Polavieja, attcoi-ding to all 
reports, is or u very ditTerent character. 
He is coinili^'iider ol the Sp.tnish Si.vl li 
army cmps id not hceii svithout ex- 
perience in v'ulia, where his name seems 
to lie hateil and feuii d by tlie insur- 
gents. He was on the island as a sub- 
ordinate to iVIartinez CJainpon, at the 
ViikMniiis allair. Ciilian patriots tell 
many stcrie.v of his inhuman met hods 
during tiie lasi Cuhau uprising. One 
of the.se stoi ies is to the etfect that he 
once sent a coiii|»any of soldu'iH to es- 
cort some Cuhau pristiners from the in- 
terior to jail. On the way all thepris- 
soiiers were shot, it is said, by order of 
Polavieja. 

It has hcen claimtMl by the (Julians 
when previous rumors of f^olavieja's aji 
pointment to sticceed Cain|Mm have been 
circulated, fli.it his appoint iiient would 
drive luauy residents of the island into 
the insurgent ranks, who had hitherto 
refrained from joining owing to the 
OOObflfenoe that Campos would adhere 
Btiletly to all the rules of warfare in his 
operations against the insui^^ts.

The Davis Coal A: Coke Co., of West 
Vir>:iiiia, n r.'iitiy made a shipment from 
Baltimort' to <ieiioa, Italy, of 977 tons of 
coal and coke. This is tne beginning of 
what may develop into an extensive 
trade with the Italian ports. At present 
the coal operators of Cardiff, Wales, 
have a monopoly of tbe business, and it 
is so extensive that a fleet of fifteen or 
sixteen large vessels is reported as con- 
stantly in service between Oenoa, Naples, 
Leghorn and other Mediterranean cltiea 
and Cardiff. While the distance from 
tbe United States to thia market is folly 
4,000 miles, about 2,200 miles more than 
from the Welsh collieries, tbe marble 
and other goods from Italy which are in 
demand in America constitute such an 
item in freight shipments that if the 
owner of vessels bringing these goods 
can secure return cargoes frotn Baltimore, 
they will be justified in conUnuing to 
fiiriiish freight room for coal. Weumler-

was Miaile at a ficijhi late of $2.25 per 
ton from ISaltim 't- wharves. Aa soft 
c lal is used extensively in the Italian 
arsenals, in fai tories and for the war- 
ships of tiie Italian navy, this market ia 
a most iinporiaiit <^iie for American irter- 
ehants.

all other Iiii8ine.s<i, and .shall stand for immediate 
disj)08itioii tiy the Seimte. No debate shall b<> in 
order or he inrmittiil iipdii such report, iior 
upon the niie-stioii ol tin' Hcloptldii or rejection 
thereof. And if for any ri'Hsoii the Chair should 
fttil or rehise imiiieillately to put the (iiiestion on 
ttie adoption or rejection of such report, then 
biK'h (jne.stion shall be immediately put to the 
Senate by the Clerk of the Senate." 

The Democrats are now prepared to 

counteract any move the Republican 
House may see tit to make, and can do it 
without any unnecessary delay. As some 
one remarked, they can fire a half dosen 
Republicans in as many minutes, and 
that's what's hurting the Republicans, 
and they are sayioK lots of mean things.

A bill was introduced providing heavy 
penalties against telegraph companies 
for discriminating between patrons. 

Editor Richardson introduced a bill 
concerning libels. It provides that no 
action can be bad against papers when 
retractions of publications founded on 
misinformation are made. 

The Judiciary Committee reported 
favorably bills concerning the duties of 
Commonwealth's AttorneyH, and the 
rights of real estate purchasers, and un- 
favorably a bill abolishing the Register 
of the Land Office, tor the reason that 
the same is not specific. 

The Committee on Education reported 
favorably the HUes compuhiory educa- 
tion bill. 

The Public Morals Committee reported 
favorably a bill raising the age of consent 
to eighteen years, and reducing the 
penalty for rape fr >m death to twenty- 
five years imprisonment.
